still critical condition, hlsphysi* 
clans have expressed a note of 
cautious optlmmism," 


Thus it appeared that the 


five-star general who suffered 
his seventh heart attack on Aug. 
16, had rallied, at least tempo- 
rarily, from a series of setbacks 
of varying degree of severity 
that had beset him beginning 
with last Saturday morning, 


The 77-year-old general and 


former president endured a con- 
centrated new series of rapid 
spasms early Monday, The irre- 
gularity levelled off during the 
day, doctors said. 


The irregularity at no time 


Monday reached the stage of 
ventricular fibrillation or flut- 
tering action that has occurred 
10 times since his fourth attack 
Aug. 16 and poses his biggest 
threat. 


The fibrillation can leave the 


brain without oxygen-rich blood 
and cause death if not stopped 
quickly.

Arkansas to 
Move Into 
Main Stream

CHICAGO (AP)-The Arkan- 


sas delegation prepared today 
to move into the mainstream of 
the Democratic National Con- 
vention by allowing Vice Presi- 
dent Hubert H. Humphrey to 
seek to recover votes he may 
have lost because of abolition 
of the unit rule. 


The delegation has rented the 


ballroom at the Palmer House 
for Humphrey's afternoon talk. 


The Vice President was con- 


sidered to have Arkansas' 33 
votes In his pocket until the con- 
vention Monday night erased 
the right of delegations to oper- 
ate under the unit rule. The rule 
permitted a delegation to cast 
all Its votes for the candidate 
receiving a majority of the 
votes in a caucus of delegates. 


Before hearing Humphrey, the 


delegation was to decide how It 
will proceed without the unit 
•rule! 'It^wks'1 suggested' Monday 
that" votes be apportioned ac- 
cording to the percentage the 
candidate receives in a caucus. 


Under this system, backers of 


Sen. Eugene McCarthy hope to 
pick up five to 11 Arkansas 
votes.' 


Leon Catlett of Little Rock, 


the party's state chairman who 
was elected chairman of the 
delegation 
Monday, said that 


McCarthy liad not 
requested 


time to speak to the delegates. 


Sen. 
George S. McGovern 


asked 
to appear at today's 


morning caucus, Catlett said, 
but he later sent word that he 
could not make it. 


After Monday's morning cau- 


cus at which Catlett was elec- 
ted, the Arkansas group spent 
the rest of the day sightseeing 
with no organized activity on 
the schedule. 


Some delegates were com- 


plaining because the delegation 
had no headquarters in opera- 
tion and no apparent plan of 
procedure, 
Delegates 
even 


lacked Identification badges, ex- 
cept for some which said "Ar- 
kansas For Humphrey." 


Arkansas voted unanimously 


and on the winning side in both 
of the early convention roll 
calls. 


The state cast 33 votes against 


delaying the report of the con- 
vention's Credentials Commit- 
tee until Tuesday and 33 votes 
for seating the Regular Texas 
delegation, 


Catlett took the microphone 


to cast the state's votes, Four 
years ago this role was played 
by Tom Harper of Fort Smith

Movie Star 
Kay Francis 
Dies at 63 
NEW 
YORK (AP) - Kay 


Francis, the tall brunette glam- 
our girl who became one of the 
highest paid Hollywood stars of 
the 1930's, died Monday follow- 
ing a long Illness. She was 63. 


She had been a cancer patient 


at New York Hospital but re- 
turned home to her apartment 
on East 64th Street Saturday. At 
her request there will be no fu- 
neral service. 


Her acting career began on 


Broadway but quickly shifted to

more than 50 films including,

A—Peripheral neuritis is an 


inflammation of one or more 
of the branches derived from 
the nerve trunks that come 
from the spinal eord.

When Ed's car was stolen from a 


repair shop, he demanded d;tmages 
for the loss. In a court hearing, he 
accused the management of negli- 
gence for leaving the car in a vacant 
lot, unattended, with the key in the 
ignition. But the company replied: 


"We have a sign on our wall 


reading 'NOT RESPONSIBLE 
FOR THEFT.' That means exactly 
what it says." 


Nevertheless, in spite of the sign, 


the court upheld Ed's claim. The 
judge said that, as a matter of 
public policy, the law usually will 
not let a garage escape liability for 
its own carelessness.

always accept signs at face value.

legal efficacy. 


Thus, not only public policy but 


also the legibility and the position 
of a sign may affect its value. In 
one case the manufacturer of a 
powerful cleaning fluid was held 
liable for a customer's injury be- 
cause the warning on the label was 
so small, and so obscure, that it 
was easily overlooked. 


But that doesn't mean the public 


can disregard signs with impunity. 
For.the most part, signs do serve an 
important purpose by putting peo- 
ple "on notice"—and are indeed 
entitled to be obeyed. Certainly if 
you disregard the "WET PAINT" 
sign on a park bench, you do so at 
your own peril. 


In fact, it is possible that you 


might have to obey a sign that you 
cannot even see. A motorist drove 
through a stop street, colliding with 
an oncoming car. His excuse was 
that the stop sign was lying in a 
ditch, out of sight. . 


Yet, the motorist admitted he 


knew the neighborhood, and knew 
it was a stop street. Under these 
circumstances, even with the sign 
missing, the court said he should 
have obeyed its command. 


Nor does a sign need elegance of 


phrasing to be effective. What 
counts is whether it gets its message 
across. Once a farmer, pestered by 
trespassers, posted this sign as a 
warning: 


NOTIS 


Trespasers will be persekutecl

The statistics show a signifi- 


cantly higher Incidence of mur- 
der by firearms in states with- 
out strict gun controls than In 
those few that have such con- 
trols—a showing In keeping with 
Hoover's 
long-time campaign 


for federal gun controls, 


One of the most startling sta- 


tistics was the figure on crime 
for the decade, showing an 89 
per cent increase In serious 
crime in the nation since 1960, 
with a rise in crimes of violence 
of 7 3 per cent, 
Serious crimo- there

more than 3,8 million serious of- 
fenses committed—rose 16 per 
cent in 1967 over 1966, the report 
said.

PRAGUE (AP) - President 


Ludvik Svoboda said today the 
Soviet Union and the other four 
countries that occupy Czechoslo- 
vakia have agreed to withdraw 
gradually all their troops. 


"We have achieved a basic 


agreement on the gradual, com- 
plete withdrawal of the troops. 
Until that time their presence is 
a political reality,"Svobodasaid 
in a nationwide radio address. 


PRAGUE (AP) — Czechoslo- 


vak leaders returned home from 
M-3SCOW today, reportedly with 
a preliminary agreement from 
the Kremlin leaving the liberals
